Their 
property will be confiscated, temporarily 
at least.

GETS ELECTRICITY FROM AIR 


Spanish Inventor Lights Bulbs at 
600 Yards’ Distance. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wirelese Tele- 
graph to The New York Times, 


LONDON,” Monday, April 6.—Ac- 
cording to the .Madrid correspondent 
of The Daily Telegraph, an experi- 
ment has just been carried out at Po- 
zuelo, near Madrid, which | demon- 
strates the possibility of extracting 
electricity from the atmosphere for 
commercial purposes. 

José Yglesias, who recently “caused 
the ‘explosion of dynamite mines by 
means of infra-red rays, on Saturday 


‘| sueceeded in drawing electricity from 


the air by antennae mounted in pairs 
on a@ wooden tower thirty “~-2e feec 
high, erected on a high hill. 

His apparatus received the electric- 
ity at a pressure of 6,000 volts, which 
was transformed down to 150 volts. 
Fifteen electric lamps in a house 600 
yards away wére easily lighted and 
maintained at full pressure during a 
prolonged test. 

The experimental apparatus of 
Sefior Yglesias is very simple in char- 
acter, the whole having been con- 
structed. inside of a fortnight. The 
experiments will be continued, with 
the object of ascertaining the full ca- 
pacity of the installation. 

Sefior Yglesias says he can obtain 
directly from the. atmosphere enor- 
mous quantities of electricity at will, 
according to the arrangement. of the 
installation. 

Among the persons who witnessed 
the experiments were Count Maceda 
and others in the immediate entourage 
of King Alfonso,.who were specially 
sent by the monarch to watch the 
tests.

Injured as Wabash Lirgited 
Plunges Through Bridge.‘ 


ATTICA, Ind., April 5.—Three: persons 
were killed and about thirty-five in- 
jured, some seriously, when the Wabash 
train known as the. Continental 4Limited 
was wrecked by plunging through the 
bridge over the Wabash River just west | 
of here to-day. The engine, a baggage 


car, and the day coach dropped into the 


water. 

When the cars left the bridge the day 
foach, which was crowded, fell with 
the rear end out of the water, and, 
although -the majority of the injured 
were in this car, none of them was 
killed. The car hardly had settled in 
the water before the work of rescuing 
the passengers began, and in a few 
minutes all had been taken out. They 
were taken to a hospital at Lafayette 
on a special train.

WARDEN CLANCY 


Calls Himself Unfit for the Job 
and Will Quit Sing Sing 
on April 31. 


CLERK JENKINS BET HE’D GO 


But Expected Clancy Would Be Re- 
moved—Legislature Ignored the 
Warden’s Recommendations.

James M. Clancy, who was appointed 
Warden of Sing Sing on July’9 last year 
by Gov. Sulzer to sueceed John S. Ken- 
nedy, Placed his resignation in the hands 
of State Superintendent of Prisons John 
B. Riley a week ago to-day, but thé 
fact was not m@de public until yester- 
day. 

Warden Clancy left Sing Sing on 
Thursday afternoon, and his continued 
absence gave rise on Friday to various 
rumors, one rather absurd one to the ef- 
fect that he was,lost. A Times reporter 
who called up the Clancy residence at. 72 
Park Avenue, in this city, for informa- 
tion as to Mr. Clancy’s whereabouts, 
was taken to task by Mrs. Clancy, who 
answered the telephone, for this latter 
report. 

“What do you newspaper men mean 
‘by saying that Mr. Clancy is lost?’ she 
asked. ‘‘ He weighs 280 pounds. How 
could he get lost? He’s here at home.” 

‘* Yes, I have quit,’’ Mr, Clancy him- 
self said later to a Times reporter. ‘* The 
reason? Well, the principal ohe is that 
I have been unable, through ignorance 
of the work, to {nocomplish what I set 

out to do. 

“TI believe the Warden of a great 
prison should be compelled to undergo 
an examination to prove his fitness for 
the place. He should be selected from 
among the keepers or others who have 
had a large amount of experience. There 
is nothing more ridiculous. than the se- 
lection of 3 man Boe myself, who has 
had no such exper 

“Much of the treahie “ Sing ing, Sing 
while I have been Warden has bee 
to my ignorance and lack of experience 
—- sthoh conditions. I am not plac- 
ing ‘the responsibility on any one but 

the State Superintendent f° Prisons 
received my resignation on-Monday. It 
must take effect by April 30 at the lat- 
est. I have not been asked for my res- 
ignation, and I do not believe that any 
one has suggested to Supt. Riley that I 
be removed. Further than that, I think 
the keepers at Sing Sing have been with 
me to a man.’ 

Warden Clancy said that he went to 
Albany after leaving Sing Sing last 
Thursday, but did not go into further 
details as to the purpose of that visit. 

One of the things that hastened Ward- 
en Clancy’s* resignation _— the fact 
that the State Legislature, in its bill of 
appropriations for prison maintenance, 
had ignored the Warden’s recommenda- 
tions. He had asked for’an appropria- 
tion of several nQasarg dollars for fire 
prosenee. $10,000 for three new build- 
ings for prison Shops, to” replace struct-

Side-Door Type Condemned by 
Brooklyn Passengers, Who

Policeman Charles Blush of the Clas~- 
son Avenue Station, Brooklyn, checked 
what might have been a disastrous 
panic among passengers in a side-door 
ear of the Greene and Gates Avenue 
line at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The car had reached Fultoh Street and 
Ashland Place, on its way to Ridge- 
wood, when a_ fuse biew. out, and 
Thomas -Lally, conductor, of 14 Reid 
Avenue, set to -work to replace it. He 
reached for the fuse box, under @ seat, 
and started a short circuit. 

There “was a flash. and an explosion; 
sparks sprayed out into the car, smoke 
poured forth in volumes, and Lally fell 
back, with his hands badly burned. 
The motorman, Joseph Lapetus of 293 
Grove Street, went to his assistance. 
Just as he reached: under the seat some- 
thing else went wrong; flames shot out, 
burning his left ear and scorching the 
side of his face. 

Oswald Valte of 933 Eighth Avenuc, 
Brooklyn, a passenger, got up and ran 
to the assistance of the crew, but when 
he thrust his hand under the seat he 
also was met by an outburst of flame.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Presi- 
dent’s campaign to repeal the tolls ex- 
emption clause of the Panama Canal

Most of the Socialists at the ‘meeting 
last night accepted him in the s&me 
spirit, but a few could not forgive him 
for being an aristocrat and for being 
wealthy.

Unless Southern Cross Is Re- 
ported To-day She Will Be 
Posted as Lost. 


1,000 DEPENDENTS 'BEREFT 


Whole Colony of Women and Chil- 
dren Robbed of Support by Disas- 
ters—Many Men Crippled for Life. 


ST. JOHNS,.N. F.; April 5.—Anxiety 
deepened to-night for the 173 men on 
the sealing steamer Southern Cross, 
which has been missing since Tues~ 
day’s blizzard. She was not reported 
either by incoming vessel& of the seal- 
ing fleet or by the steamer Kyle sent 
out by the Government to. search for 
her. If she is not heard from by sun- 
set to-morrow she will be officially 
posted as lost with all on board. 

Disaster to her, following so closely 
upon the loss of seventy-seven men of 
the sealer Newfoundland, would bring 
upon the colony the greatest tragedy in 
its history, depriving whole settlements 
of their bread winners and throwing 
1,000 women and children upon charity. 

As the public learned to-day from the 
Newfoundland’s survivors who were 
landed yesterday, the details of the two 
days’ blizzard and the condition in 
which it caught the Southern Cross, the 
first hope, based on the stoutness of 
the ship, faded. Capt. Daniel Martin 
of the sealer Erik and Capt. William 
Bartlett of the Terranova, which ar- 
rived with full catches, were dubious 
regarding the safety of the missing 
ship. Neither had seen her within a 


week. 

Capt. Martin said he parted company 
from her a week ago Thursday when 
the Southern Cross turned homeward 
with 17,000 seals. She was so deeply 
laden that all her provisions and part of 
her bunker coal were stored on deck, so 
that every available apace below could 
be filled with her catch, 


Saw Her in Tuesday’s Gale. 


Capt. Bartlett of the Terranova said 
the last he saw of the Southern Cross 
was a.week ago Friday, when she was 
wallowing slowly down the coast. Other 
ships of the fleet sighted the steamer 
driving before the gale last Tuesday 
morning. She has not been_ reported 
since. The skippers of the fleet, who 
came through that gale and the storm 
of equal severity later in the week, say 
every chance was against a vessel so 
deep in the water as the Southern 
Cross. : 

The disaster which overtook the New- 
foundland’s men was the theme of a 
sermon in every church to-day. Mes- 
sages of sympathy from the-King and 
from the Canadian Premier were read 
and were gratefully regeived. 

By noon all except five of the sixty- 
nine bodies of the Newfoundland’s 
hunters, brought in yesterday by the 
Bellaventure, had been identified. These 
were sent by special train to-night to 
Bonavista, where most of the victims 
lived. : 

Attendants at the Grenfell Institute. 
which was turned into a morgue, sai 
that the scenes accompanying - the 
identification of the bodies was almost 
beyond endurance. 

One woman found two bodies clasped 
so tightly in death that they could not 
be separated. They were her husband 
and son. The lad was wrapped in his 
father’s arms as if the man had been 
trying to shield him from the pitiless 
cold. 

The hand of another dead man was 
missing. One of the survivors who had 
seen the man die said that his com- 
rade, unable to stand the agony. of 
frost bite, had cut off the hand. 

A gray-haired mother, supported ty 
her two daughters, passed down the 
long rows looking for her sons. <At- 
tention was suddenly drawn_to them 
and the women fell to the floor in a 
faint. ‘They. had found not only the 
four sons and brothers but two cousins 
among the dead. 

Many Crippled for Life. 

Of the thirty survivors in the hospital 
none is expected to die, but the major- 
ity will never be fit for active service 
again. Three lost both hands and both 
feet. Five lost both feet. Eight oth- 
ers lost a foot and: eleven will lose a 
hand or fingers. -The others will bear 
scars for life. : 

Some of the survivors said they sought 
shelter from the arctic gale.behind the 
bodies of dead shipmates, 't in all the 
delirium of the two days and nights of 
exposure none of the clothing was taken 
from the bodies of the dead. Each man 
of the 150 endured his lot with grim 
patience, and each one, the dead as well 
as the living, was found with his full 
equipment of clothes, boots, and sealing 
gear intact. 

Special memorial services will be held 
on Tuesday. By that time also relief 
measures will be under way. If the 
Southern Cross fails to reach port the 
families of her 173 men must be provided. 
for, as well as those of the Newfound- 
land’s dead and crippled. 


Rare Gameness of Survivors. 


The horror of his experience on the ice 
failed to depress the spirits of Mike 
Sheehan, one of the survivors. His was 
considered a bad case by the’ Bellaven- 
ture’s physician. His face, hands, and 
feet were frostbitten and the condition 
was aggravated. by. the man’s restless 
activity. 

When the rescue ship arrived here, 
Sheehan eluded his caretakers, slipped 
over the side, and met a few friends, 
with whom he roamed about the city 
for two hours,. while, the police and_hos- 
pital orderlies searched for him. |When 
he was found he was promptly sent to 
the hospital. He refused to go in an 
ambulance, and a cheering crowd fol- 
lowed him as he marched up the street, 
limping badly. Sheehan said he owed 
his life in part to a: bit of hardtack 
which he found lying beside a dead 
man. He described the way in. which 
one of his comrades, Daniel Downey, 
met death. Realizing that he could no 
longer keep moving, Downey took off 
his belt, scratched his name on _it, 
buckled it about him again, and knelt 
down and prayed. Then he stretched 
himself out and waited for death. 

One survivor,. Michael Tobin of, Fer- 
meuse, was out for sixty hours. He was 
led away from the rest by the whistle 
of the steamer Stephano, and, becoming 
bewildered, went astray and was not 
picked up until several hours after the 
others had been found. He will lose one 
ear and probably both his feet. The 
edges of all his teeth were broken ‘off 
from chewing chunks of ice to quench 
his thirst. He knew that he must.con- 
tinue. walking and keep his feet dry, 
and. despite the deadening fatigue and 
the blinding snow he was able to avoid 
the many holes. in the floes until the 
afternoon of the third ay when he 
made out the Stephano. W thin a mile 
of her he sank. into a pile of ice slush 
which chilled him ‘through. Aooneing 
himself, he stumbled onward, half dlind- 
ed, only to walk irito a pool of water 
knee goer. He was unable to extricate 
himself, but he was seen by four men 
from the Stephano, who pulled him out. 
Upon reaching the ship’s deck he col- 
laneed and was unconscious twenty-four 

ours.

Co-operative System to be Tried’ at|. 


_ Oxford Ufiversity. 
sraph to The New York Times. 
LONDON, April 5.—Stores on purely 
co-operative lines, and managed by 
members of the university, will be 
‘opened next term at Oxford. They 


will be run on a system similar to}. 


that of the co-operative. society 
started by Dublin University in Octo- 
ber, which has proved a great success. 
Lord Shaftesbury and Sir Horace 
Plunkett, a great authority on co- 
operation, are members of the hon- 
orary council. 

The management of the stores will 
be in the hands. of five‘ senior and 
twenty junior members of the univer- 
sity, so that the principal burden of 
conducting them will rest on the un- 
dergraduates themselves; from whom 
the idea sprang. 

As in Dublin, the stores will sell 
Broceries, tobacco, and similar com- 
modities. The ambition of those re- 
sponsible for the scheme is first of all 
to teach the main principles of co-op- 
eration by practical experience of its 
advantages, the aim sought being to 
provide less expensive foods and to 
distnibute the profitg among those 
who support the stores. 

It is hoped that the stores will deal 
a blow to the credit system in vogue 
at universities, which is a direct 
temptation to students to run up heavy 
bills out of all proportion to their 
allowances.

REVOLUTION NOT SERIOUS): 


Government Will Be Thoroughly Es- 
tablished. In Two or Three 
Years, He Says. 


K. F. Shah, the first Minister to 
Washington ofthe new Chinese Repub- 
lic, arrived yesterday on the Hamburg- 
American liner Kaiserin Auguste -Vic- 
toria with a retinue of eleven persons, 
besides his wife and four children. He 


, brought with him three Secretaries for 


the Chinese Legation. The First Secre- 
tary, Chu-Hjing-Yuan, was accompanied 
by his wife. The party will remain at 
\the Hotel Manhattan for two days, it 
was said, and then go to Washington. 

The new Chinese Minister is well ac- 
quainted with American customs, as he 
served five years as Consul General in 
New York, and speaks English fluently. 
He wears the frock coat and silk hat of 
the diplomats of the Western world. 

In an interview with the reporters at 
the pier, Mr. Shah said that there would 
be no changes in the diplomatic rela- 
tions of the United States and the new 
Chinese Republic he had been sent to 
represent. 

“TI have no special orders,” he said, 
“but have been selected by our Presi- 
dent because I have lived fn this coun- 
try and understand its political and 
commercial conditions.” 

When asked how the new republic 
was getting along the Minister replied 
that affairs were gradually getting 
settled on a firm basis, and. that he 
hoped the new form of government for 
China would be thoroughly established 
in the next two or three years. 

“The revolution is nothing to be 
wondered at,” said Mr. Shah, “ because 
the people have not yet bétome ac- 
customed to the new Government, It 
will pass away. Wait for two or three 
pence until the republic is well estab- 

lished. If there is a revolution then it’ 
y be serious, but at the present time 
it i is not to be wondered at. China is 
only just born again and must have an 
opportunity to settle down 
r. Shah left Peking early in March 
and traveled via Mukden and Man- 
churia over the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road to Moscow, Warsaw, and Berlin to 
Hamburg. 

The Minister asked his official inter- 
preter to repeat some of the questions 
asked by the reporters. He also made 
some witty remarks in that difficult 
tengue, because his Secretaries and all 
others who understood Chinese laughed. 
The reporters could not join in the mer- 
riment, as the jokes were not explained 
to them.

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WANT FOOD RULE OBEYED. 


Pcor Association: Asks Dealers to 
Protect Goods from Flies and Durt. 


Dealers in all kinds of foods have 
been asked by the Department of sSo- 
cial Welfare of the Association for Im- 
proving the Condition of the Potr to 
co-operate in bringing about the en- 
forcement of the new ruling of the 
Board of Health in regard to Section 46 
of the Sanitary Code. In this ruling 
it is said that all candies shall be kept 
covered with a fixed covering such as 
glass, wood, metal, pasteboard, or par- 
affin paper, so as to protect them: from 
flies, dust, dirt or other contamination. 
Breads, pies, and cakes must be inclosed 


or covered by some fixed covering such 
as glass or close mesh-wire apreseine, 

Specific directions are given in the 
ruling for covering foodstuffs in gro- 
cery stores. Fish and meat, it is held, 
should be kept in glass refrigerated 
display cases, but such products as sau- 
sages and hams, which are covered by 
a permanent protective covering, may 
be hung “up for display. 

It.is further required that foods in 
restaurants and lunch rooms, particu- 
larly in. those places where guests as- 


sist themselves to displayed foods, be 
inclosed in glass or metal cases unless 
wrapped in individual paper coverings: 
In regard to push carts the ruling says: 
‘It is recommended that the strictest 
interpretation of Section 46 be applied 
at all times, and that no covering other 
than one of a fixed and permanent 
character be recognized as conforming 
with the restriction of this section.’

MOB LAW AND THE POLICE. 

In view of the lawlessness which 
threatens the peace fof .this city, the 
Police Department deserves the most 
cordial praise for its summary treat- 
ment of the I. W. W.’8s mob leaders 
on Saturday. It is to be hoped that 
the police will not be discouraged by 
the evident dispbsition of the Magis- 
trates to treat the offenses of. these 
persons as lightly as possible. Of the 
nine persons arrestéd and taken to 
court Saturday night only one has 
been held in bail, but the police have 
the satisfaction of knowing that they 
have done their duty. The outgoing 
Police Commissioner,-Mr. McKay, has 
given new proof of his efficiency and 
his understanding of the danger of 
permitting these people to defy the 
law. 

The meeting of the Central Federat- 
ed Union, to be sure, had the sanction 
of the city authorities, but it. was 
taken possession of by a mob of -out- 
laws who had no real sympathy with 
the object of the meeting, which was, 
obviously, to proclaim the rights of 
workingmen.. This community can al- 
ways listen patiently and with sym- 
pathy .to any statement made by 
workingmen of their grievances and 
any plans they may have to secure 
their rights. The people represented 
by BERKMANN and the GoLDMAN wo- 
man, however, are ‘not the workers. 
They try to use the workman to gain 
their own end, which is the destruc- 
tion; by violence of all government. 
Although Saturday’s rioters were so 
gently treated after arrest, the ‘mob 
got a wholesome taste of the power 
vested in the, police by the people 
whom they serve.

Since the sudden 
outburst of sentimentality about the 
four convicted murderers of RosEn- 
THAL the gunmen of this neighborhood 
seem to have taken new courage, -A 
party of them were at their old work 
again Saturday night in the very 
heart of the town. In their case, too, 
the police acted with commendable 
promptness. The kind of violence that 
leads to the destruction of life and 
property should not be tolerated for a 
moment for any excuse whatever, 
however plausible it may seem. 
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CRITICISING THE RESERVE SYS- 
TEM. 

‘We bespeak for the reserve system 
gentler criticism than it is receiving. 
Not that the criticism is- undeserved, 
but because the country’s interests 
require that the system shall not be 
wrecked even upon fair criticism of 
details. THm Times. has not con- 
cealed its opinion that errors have 
been made,. but they are not so bad 
as they might. have been, and they 
are not beyond repair. When the 
bill was under discussion there actu- 
ally was a proposal that New York 
City should. be bisected along Broad 
Street, in order to humble its pride 
and check its power for evil. So dif- 
ficult was it to deal with a situation 
in which.a single bank in New York 
City would have a.capital and. sur- 
plus account larger than the entire 
twelve Federal banks, until such time 
as the Reserve Board should call for 
a second payment on capital.account. 

With ‘this example of what: might 
have been we contend that the ar- 
rangement is not: the ve imagin- 
able, and we maintain that the dam- 
age done is not irreparable. Thé or- 
ganizing committee has proposed, and 
ft remains for the banks to dispose. 
Tt is not to be imagined. that 7,000 
banks are going to contribute. a hun- 
dred millions of capital contrary. to 
their will and judgment becatuse three 
men have said so. These men. are 
not disposing of their own affairs, nor 
are’ they dealing. with other people's 
property with infallible judgment or 
irresistible power, They have tnheed 
the course best adapted to give 
grounds for appeal, .and for presen- 
tation of a counter-plan which ‘the 
banks will unite to make: effective.

‘follow the reserves. The fact is that 


the reserves must follow the trade }- 


from which they result. If statute 
and economic law conflict the statute 
and the edict under it must give way. 
‘That is not argument. It is infor- 
mation for those who need it. The 
matter is-so entirely in the hands 
of the banks that it is a mistake to 
be in a temper. about it. The reason 
for confidence that the matter will 
be settled as the business of the 
banks requires is the experience with 
the passage. of the bill. It is a sim- 
pler matter to talk business with any 
Federal Reserve Board which it is 
possible to imagine than to procure 
the same results through Congress.| 
The banks having accomplished the 
latter task need lose no sleep over the 
last step between themselves and. the 
realization of their desires. The pass- 
ing incident is not more than an in- 
cident, and conceals the true pur- 
pose of the act. 

An artificial. distribution of reserve 
spoils does not rise above a politi- 
cian’s game. The stimulation of 
business by converting our banks 
from investment institutions into real 
instruments of commerce is an un- 
speakable benefit. It justifies the re- 
duction of reserves by making the 
assets both more liquid .and more 
stable. It releases gold to the service 
of the world which is debased now to 
use as pocket and till money. It econ- 
omizes all the processes of banking 
and trade by improving the clearing 
and exchange systems. These are 
some of the benefits in sight which 
it is worth while to keep in mind 
when the system is criticised natural- 
ly and destructively. The friends of 
the system should hold their tongues 
and get busy with their hands at the 
task before them. 

There are two points of attack. 
On the one hand there must be creat- 
ed somewhere an impregnable and ir- 
resistible mass of banking. capital. 
Never again should the reserves of 
the United States be open to attack 
in detail. And, secondly, better use 
should be made of the branches au- 
thorized: To scatter several reserve 
banks within a night’s ride of 
each other is-equivalent to making 
branches impracticable, On the other 
hand to establish a: single reserve 
centre between the Pacific Ocean and 
Colorado, and another over the ex- 
panse of four States with Texas in 
the middle of them, a district with 
poor railway facilities, is something 
which cannot be a permanency. {(t 
is too bad to be possible, and, there- 
fore, is easy to remedy. The hand of 
the politician is plain thus far, and 
the responsibility is nobody’s in par- 
ticular. There is a positive and un- 
divided responsibility in the next 
step, and it is that step which will 
count. The President is able to re- 
mark what the country will not stand, 
and he is not likely to proceed along 
that road. It has been said that the 
United States could not: expect to 
have good banking because it had no 
capable bankers. It is a libel, based 
upon the handicap which our bankers 
have carried in curing situations 
which the law created, and made it 
difficult to deal with. Banking on 
banking principles is possible under 
the new system when this cloud is 
cleared away, and the world has no 
better talent than the United. States. 
It is because criticism is so easy that 
it is suggested that now is the time 
to boost. The President is reading 
the newspapers, and is sufficiently 
aware that he needs other talent in 
the interests of himself as well as the 
country. The next chapter will be 
easier reading.

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SENATE SECRET SESSIONS. 

We wish luck to the little band of 
Senators who have announced their 
intention to talk as much as they 
choose about the proceedings of the 
Senate “in executive session,” ex- 
cept when foreign affairs are under 
consideration. “We do not stop to ex- 
amine what’may be their personal 
motives in the matter. There are some 
of them who might be expected to fret 
at any restriction on their loquacity. 
There are others who may be -‘sus- 

pected of seeing factional advantage 
in disclosing ‘to ‘the public the secrets 
of what has irreverently been ¢alled 
“the bargain counter ” where appoint- 
ments are disposed of. There may be 
those who think that opposition to the 
President can be intensified if Sena- 
tors can. be. brought to.air their griev- 
ances against him in public or ff these 
are revealed by ‘others. But in any 
case they are breaking with a bad 
custom: which has been er 
abused. 

Does any one suppose that that out- 
rageous thing known as “ the court- 
esy of the Senate” could have grown 
up-in-the sunlight of open discussion? 
The phrase -is really.an impudent eu- 
phemism to describe an agreement that 
any court of honest citizens, author- 
ized to decide matters “in equity and 
good conscience,” would condemn as 
grossly immioral. .It has its analogue, 
it is true, in other legislative bodies, in 
“ log-rolling ”; but the former is more 
elaborate, systematic, and essentially 

per'versive of public-interest. It is also 
true that the secrets of the’ Senate 
chaffering of appointments have :been 
pretty freely. ‘talked about for a long 
time, but always there has been a 
little restraint; and, as Senators shrank 
from making ‘public their own flames,

ALIENS’ WIVES’ STATUS. 


Forfeit Their Citizenship During 
Marital Relation. 


J'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

The law of 1907 relative to the citizen- 
ship of American women who marry. 
aliens provides that: 


Any American woman who marries @ 
foreigner shall take the nationality of her 
husband, At the termination of the mari- 
tal relation she may resume her American 
citizenship, if abroad, by registering as 
an American citizen within one year with 
a Consul of the United States, or by re- 
turning to reside in the United States, or, 
if residing in the United States at the 
termination of the marital relation, by 
continuing to reside therein. 


The above statute is discussed in the 
case of in re. Martorana, 159 Fed. 1010, 
decided by the Federal District Court 
in the Eastern District of Pennsylvania 
on March 26, 1908 It appears from 
this case that Martorana filed his peti- 
tion for naturalization on Sept. 
20, 1907, and produced as one of the 
witnesses in his behalf Mrs. Martorana, 
his wife. It developed at the hearing 
on Jan. 18, 1908, that Mrs. Marto- 
rana was born. in the United States 
and resided here all her life, and that 
she was married to petitioner on May 
7, 1907. The Government contended 
that she thereby became an alien, and 
was incompetent to be a voucher for 
her husband on Sept. 20, when the peti- 
tion was filed. 

The case of the United States v. 
hen, 179 Fed. 834, decided by the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, Second Circuit, 
on June 14, 1910, involved the question 
as.to whether the alien wife of an alien 
man, both having resided in this coun- 
try as husband and wife for over 30 
years, could become a citizen. The 
court by Coxe, Cirébit Judge, after 
breferring to the above act of Congress, 
said: 

It ig plain that Congress here intends 
that the wife shall assume the nationality 
of her husband, even to the extent of ex- 
patriation in the case of an American wo- 
man, ,Though an American citizen prior to 
her marriage, she cannot resume that cit- 
izenship while the marriage relation con- 
tinues. It seems wholly inconsistent with 
the spirit of this legislation.to permit an 
alien to acquire rights which are denied to 
a citizen. If an American woman had mar- 
riéd Cohen she would immediately have be- 
come a Russian citizen, and would be such 
to-day, with no power to change her citi- 
zenship. until the matrimonial relation is 
terminated by death or otherwise. And 
yet it is argued that the appellee, who was 
an alien when she came to this country, 
and who married an alien while here, and 
has during her entire life owed allegiance 


either to the Emperor of Germany or to 
the Emperor of Russia,» may do what she 
could not have done had she been born an 
American citizen. We cannot think that 
-the lawmakerg intended so anomalous a 
situation. 


I cannot find that the above act of 
apne has been modified in any way, 
and vos moa Md it is still in full force 
and e to the present time 
the two cases woke ly A te above seem to 
be the only decisions, at least in led- 
eral courts, that have discussed this 
statute. 

It is of course well understood that 
the right to vote. does not necessarily 
depend upon citizenship, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, in some States aliens have 
the right to vote.

As there are doubtless many hun- 
dreds of young girls very nearly as 
lonely as the writers of the recent ar- 
ticles in Tu» TIMES, will you let me 
say to all who may read your paper 
.that there is a large national organ- 
ization of women and girls where op- 
portunities for pleasure and profit are 
‘secured by co-operation. I am speaking 
of the National League of Women 
Workers, and especially of its New 
York association, in which there are 
forty-one independent non-sectarian, 
self-governing clubs in which some 3,000 
young women meet, pay for their club 
rooms by dues and entertainments, re- 
ceive their men friends, and have op- 
portunities for dances, for organizing 
theatre parties and Summer excursions, 
for debates or lectures, or whatever 
amusement or occupation they may 
prefer. 

The New York Association of Women 
Workers has its own Summer camps 
and its seashore cottages, and has 4a 
tea on the fourth Sunday afternoon of 
every month, where good music and im- 
portant speakers can be heard, and 
some 400 young women can be met. 
This organization has been instrumen- 
tal in starting various co-operative and 
educational enterprises for girls. If

For six years at 58 East 102d Street there 
has been a hotel for young women, (the 
Emeline York-Tyndall,) that accommodates 
fifty, and seldom have all its rooms been 
occupied. There-are usually a half dozen or 
more vacant, and as the building must be 


it is often found necessary to advertise in 
Tue Times and other dallies for boarders. 

Instead of $3 a week for room, one may 
obtain there a single good-size room and 
fifteen good meals a week for $3.50 up. There 
are always a nuniber of $4 roonis vacant. All 
the rooms are electric lighted and steam 
heated. There is_a telephone in the house, 
and guests have free use of laundry, and 
plenty of hot water for washing and bathing. 
There are also sewing machines and piano 
for their use. Two large parlors and a small 
private parlor are for their exclusive use, 
and there they may sing, dance, and enter- 
tain their visitors. .The building is thor- 
oughly fireproof and was erected for the pur- 
pose it serves. 

It is true that many downtown homes for 
girls have waiting lists, but a half hour on 
the trolley will e them where they can 
get roOm. and board at practically cost price. 
When such places have vacancies, and have 
difficulty in keeping filled so that expenses 
may. be met, one should slow to advise 
that fifty more buildings of the sort be 
erected at once. Better fill what we have 
before we build greater.

Let us consider with. attention this 
ideal of Mrs. Martin’s, since she has 
drawn such a lurid picture of what 
havoc the attainment of our ideal must 
mean, She specifically mentions the 
women marching away from the fac- 
tory, but she conveys the definite idea 
that woman will. revolt. from all real 
work outside the home, where she 
should be supported by her husband, or, 
if she have none, poor thing, by her 
nearest male relative. For the sake of 
the argument, let us imagine this‘ great 
day arriving, say, on Easter Monday. 
The: school teachers in Greater New 
York are principally women, and their 
work is perfermed out of the house, and 
they get a modest salary. instead of be- 
ing repaid by the fond smile.of the sup- 
porting male. Suddenly all these abused 
and downtrodden women, deprived of 
their birthright, decide that they will re- 
volt, and return to their proper place. 
The children in the schools are not their 
children; the responsibility is not their 
responsibility. Moreover, school teach- 
ers who produce infants of their own are 
looked upon with great disfavor by the 
authorities and the public. ; So they de- 
sert in a body, marching with banners 
on which is inscribed ‘* Homes for Wo- 
men.’’ 

As you may concéive, such action 
would confront a community with quite 
a subtle problem in economics and edu- 
cation. New teachers must be found 
for the children, and as the unskilled 
laborer enlisted under the banners of 
the I. W. W. would hardly fill the bill, 
a number of men must give up their 
more highly paid work to supply the 
place of the departed teachers—or else 
the school system is doomed. The State 
will have another problem on its hands, 
too, that of supporting the rebel women 
until a sufficient supply of “competent 
and willing husbands have met the new 
demand. 

Really, one can conceive quite a little 
flurry caused. by this.admirable ‘‘ back 
to the home ’’ ideal being .put-into exe- 
cution. When the factory women are 
involved factories will shut down; we 
shall suffer the want of quite a number 
of desirable things, such as shoes, un- 
derwear, shirts and blouses, matches, 
canned food, &c. The cost of living will 
soar, and‘the factory women also will be 
clamoring for food and husbands to sup- 
ply the same. 

Applying this .back-to-the-home ideal 
to the churches, imagine all the women 
who for countless;generations have been 
doing the work of the churches, ‘usually 
without remuneration, suddenly deciding 
that home was their sphere of activity. 
Conceive the shocked grief of Bishops 
and clergy, (comparatively few of whom 
believe in votes for women.) Surplices 
unwashed, altar cloths stained and tum- 
bled, churches unswept, the needy neg- 
lected, the dying deserted, the parish 
house literally ‘‘ manned ’’ only by the 
janitor and the clergyman. Imagine the 
empty week-day services; conceive the 
melancholy condition of the very silver 
on the chancel! Yet surely: the Church 
could not complain ff the desertion were 
due to women’s new decision to expend 
their energies only within the sacred 
circle of the home. 

Conceive another class of women de- 
serting, marching homeward in ordered. 
phalanx with banners flying, the char- 
women, the cleaning women, the laun- 
dry women, the’ maid servants, the 
cooks! When this great ddy comes, if it 
comes in Mrs. Martin’s time, I fear ‘that 
many of the beautifully gowned, anti- 
feminist gentlewomen, who so recently 
have applauded that lady’s noble senti- 
ments and bold prophecies, will come to 
hold her name Anathema Maranatha,

National Society Names Com- 
mittee to Meet Her Represent- 
ative, Who Arrives This Week. 


BIG RECEPTION’ PLANNED 
a 


Queen Anxious to Study Our Hos- 
pitals and Settlement: Work—Atro- 
city Reports Ascribed to Enemies. 


The New York branch of the Bulga- 
rian National Society of the United 
States met in Hartley Hall, 413 West 
Forty-sixth Street, yesterday afternoon 
for the purpose of arranging for the re- 
ception of Queen Eleanora of Bulgaria 
when she arrives in New York next 
month. A committee was appointed to 
meet Queen Eleanora’s personal repre- 
sentative, who is due in New York the 
latter part of the week on the Hamburg- 
American liner Imperator, and it was 
also empowered to co-operate with the 
committee that is to be named by the 
Jewish Bulgarian Society in New York, 
and with the representatives of the Bul- 
garian-Armenian colony. 

The committee selected to confer with 
the Queen’s representative consists of 
8. i arongeente Chairman; Prof. W. S. 
Monroe of Montclair, Charles E. Bots- 
ford, Vladimir S. Tasanoff, D. Dasko- 
loff, and S. Karastoyanoff. Prof. Mon- 
roe has been for years a deep student 
of Balkan affairs and is a friend-of the 
Queen. Mr. Botsford is a graduate of 
Princeton, and has made many visits to 
Bulgaria, where he has large interests, 

It was announced at the meeting, that 
Queen Eleanora, as well as the King 
and some of the. high officials of the 
Bulgarian Government. had received 


letters written in America In which the 
writers stated that it would be unsafe 
for the Queen to visit the United States, 
giving as a reason “that the American 
people felt very bitterly against Bul- 
garia and the Bulgarians for their atro- 
cities during and following the war in 
the Balkans.’ These letters, it was 
asserted, were signed with American 
names, ‘although the arrangement otf 
the English plainly indicated that the 
writers were foreigners resident in the 
United States. The general opinion at 
the meeting yesterday was that the 
authors were in practically every case 
Greeks living here. 

Several cablegrams were received in 
New York last week, it was said, in 
which information was asked concern- 
ing these letters. Whether the Queen 
was alarmed because of the bitter word- 
ing of them was not stated. The per- 
sons to whom the inquiries were ad- 
dressed cabled back that the letters in 
no way reflected the real feelings of the 
American people toward Bulgaria’s 
Queen. 


Deny Atrocity Reports. 

The speakers at the meeting vigorous- 
ly denied the truth of the reports of 
atrocities, and said they were the work 
of Bulgaria’s enemies. 

“They have themselves perpetrated 
these atrocities,”” said one speaker, 
“and then ascribed them to our people.” 

For. the entertainment of the Queen 
one event has already been decided 
upon. That is a meeting and regeption 
to be held’ at the home of one of the 


most prominent citizens of New York 
on the night of, or*the night after, the 
Queen’s arrival. 

Prof. Monroe, with whom Queen 
Eleanora has been in correspondence 
with reference to her visit, said that the 
Queen was coming here on a mission 
in which social activity would be re- 
duced to a minimum. She wanted, he

‘* Queen Eleanora also is greatiy inter- 
ested in the American system of settle- 
ment work, and will find opportunity 
while here, to visit the principal settle- 
ment institutions in some of the larger 
cities, such as Hull House in Chicago, at 
the head of which is Miss Jane Addams. 
Other charities, public and private, will 
also be investigated by the Queen. In 
other words, her visit will be a busy 
one, and in the limited time at hér dis- 
posal the Queen will not have much 
time for purely social affairs.’’

Biggest Audience of Season at Met: | 
ropolitan—John McCormack Heard. 


The Metropolitan Opera House concert 
last night, with John ‘McCormack as 
the star, drew more, people there than 
has been the case with any Sunday 
night concert of the season. Besides 
the Irish tenor those who appeared were 
Neida Humphrey, soprano, and Maria 
Duchene, contralto. - Mr, 
was in good voice and in his aria from 
“Don Giovanni’ and his. three Irish 
songs aroused the big audience assem- 
bled in his honor to much enthusiasm. 

It is unusual for the Metropolitan 
Opera Company to give a hearing to a 
new singer who has not’ deen engaged 
for its ranks, so thatthe appearance 
of Mis Humphrey was awaited with 
some interest. She sang in the first 
part of the programme an aria from 
‘Forza del Destino,” and in the second 

part, ‘‘ Vissi d’Arte’’ from ‘‘ Tosca.” 
Mt the outset she sang a trifle above 
true pitch, probably .on account of 
nervousness, but this defect did not 
long continue, She revealed a voice of 
agreeable quality, particularly in the 
upper range. here was intelligence 
and sincerity in her ere Pg and a fairly 
accomplished style, not. one. en- 
tirely masterly. Her principal lack was 
in volume of tone.

SHORTEN CENTURY SEASON. 


Opera Co. to Close in Fortnight— 
Extensive Building Alterations. 


The. "Century Opera. Company an- 
nounced yesterday that its season would 
be shortened so as to end with the 
presentation of'a week’s engagement of 
Victor Herbert's ‘‘ Natoma,” which 
will begin one week- from to-morrow 
night. ‘This step is necessary in order 
that the extensive alterations to the 
interior of the theatre may be begun 
at once, so that the opening on Sept. 
14 will not be delayed. The week be- 
ginning to-morrow night will be occu- 
pied with the presentation of acts from 
four operas as announced. 

Among the principal changes in the 
opera house are that the second bal- 
cony will have four rows of seats added 
in front of the present balcony line. 
The first balcony will also have several 
rows added, while the foyer circle will 
be entirely rebuilt, doubling its capac- 
ity. On the orchestra floor extensive 
changes will be made. The entire con- 
crete floor will be removed and relaid 
at a pitch less steep than the present. 
The semi-circle of cloak-rooms, ushers’ 
rooms and offices at the rear will be re- 
moved, thus permitting the extension of 
the orchestra floor far back of its 
present lines. Six new boxes will be 
built near the stage and the present 
nine boxes.torn out. 

The seating capacity of the audi- 
torium is 2,100 and. with the changes 
this will be enlarged: by' more than 1,- 

chairs. Upon completion of the 
structural changes, the entire ‘house 
will be redecorated, following the 
present scheme of colors and deécor- 
ations.

According to Consul General Carl 
Bailey Hurst, who is stationed at Barce- 
a arg Dene made 
in growing cotton uthwestern 
Spain, with. promising mieten So suc- 
cessful has been the experiment that 
it is confidently asserted that growing 
cotton will be one of the big agricultural 
industries of the future.

Baby Carriages Must Pay Duties. 
The Treasury Department has notified 
Collector Malone, in response to an in- 


quiry, that baby carriages, bicycles, and 

wheel chafrs brought from abroad by 
non-residents are not exempt as per- 
sonal effects within the meaning of 
-aneréph 642 of the new tariff law, but 
must stand duty according to their 
value. In the case of residents of the 
United States _ articles may be in- 
cluded in the $100 re exemption al- 
lowed by the paragrap The question 
of the manner in which articles of this 
kind should be treated has bothered the 
customs officials since the law went into 
effect. last October. The question was 
submitted to the Solicitor of the Treas- 
ury for an opinion. The Treasury’s in- 
structions are based on that o ficer’s 
report to the Secretary. 


The N. Y. Credit Men’s Banquet.

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|THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


IN AMERICA AND EUROPE 


By the end of last week only very 
slim ground had been left for the 
hope entertained early in the week 
that a speedy decision would. be ren- 
dered in the railroad rate case. Hope 
was raised by the response which the 
Commerce Commission made to the 
railways’ suggestion that the hearing 
be expedited, that the main question 
at issue, whether the railroads are or 
arg not, entitled to an increase in 
their freight rates, would be decided 
at a much earlier date than previous- 
ly had seemed likely. But the com- 
mission later announced that it would 
first pass on the question whether the 
railways needed larger reveriues, and 
after that, if this question were de- 
cided in the affirmative, would take 
under advisement the question how 
such an increase should be obtained. 
On the first question argument is to 
be concluded on April 27, and it is 
now expected that by the middle of 
May the commission will answer that 
question one way or the other. It is 
not altogetiier clear, but it seems 
likely that if the commission does 
held that the railroads are entitled to 
additional revenue it will hold further 
hearings and will take more time to 
pass on the practical question of the 
means by which that increase is to be 
obtained, 


If this second proceeding is com- 
pleted within a month or six weeks 
the matter will have to move much 
more rapidly than it has heretofore 
moved. All things considered, there- 
fore, unless the scenes are again 
shifted, the railroads and the public 
will be kept in suspense on this im- 
portant question for two and a half 
or three months ‘more. Possibly 
means may be found to shorten this 
period, but the results attending last 
week’s efforts to expedite the case do 
not hold out much hope of.a speedy 
determination of this important case. 
That is much to be regretted, for a 
quick decision in this matter seems 
needed not only on account of the 
drift of railway earnings, but also on 
account of the great importance 
which the public attaches to the 
answer which the Commerce Com- 
mission will make to the railroads’ 
plea that they be permitted to offset 
rising costs by increasing the price 
charged for the fransportation which 
they produce. It is easy to see how 
prolonged delay in a case of this kind 
serves to embarrass not only the 
railroads, but the commission as well. 
The matter is bound to remain one 
of great importance until it is settled, 


‘but it is coming to be recognized that 


the actual gain in dollars and cents 
by 2 decision in favor of the railroads 
will be secondary to the sentimental} 
effect produced by a recognition of 
the railways’ claims. In this respect 
the effect to be produced by the de- 
cision when it is finally rendered will 
depend upon the spirit in which it is 
delivered almost as much as upon the 
actual relief granted. 


The feeling prevails in the financial 
district. that even if the railroads ob- 
tain something by their efforts to in- 
crease freight rates, that something 
will be allowed them very reluctant- 
ly. That should not be. If they make 
out a case in favor of higher rates 
the increase should be granted freely 
and willingly not only for the sake 


| of the railways, but even more for 


the sake of the country at large, for 
it is inconceivable that the country 
should prosper at the expense of the 
railways which perform a_ service 
which is so essential to commerce. 
It must also be borne in mind that 
long delay in such a case as this 
would make an adverse decision, if 





mittee. Soon the time will come 
when the banks will have occasion 
to co-operate in the establishment of 
the new reserve system, and there is 
no: doubt that they. will co-operate 
fully. . Meanwhile it is only natural 
that regret should have been ex- 
pressed at the failure of the organ- 
ization committee to keep down the 
number of reserve banks to the min- 
imum allowed by law instead of de- 
ciding on the maximum number of 
districts which the Reserve act per- 
mits. There was ground, too, for 
feeling that if the committee had less 
in mind the desire to limit the influ- 
ence of the reserve bank in New 
York it could have effected a division 
of the country more in keeping with 
sound judgment in respect to the 
number of reserve banks which 
should be established, and more in 
keeping, too, with the mandate of 
the law that the districting should be 
done with “due regard to the con- 
venience and customary course of 
business.” That task would have 
been more easily fulfilled with fewer 
banks than the maximum of twelve. 
Eight institutions, moreover, would 
have been better equipped to serve 
the purposes for which they are de- 
signed than the twelve can be. 


The rate case and the pending es- 
tablishment of the new banking sys- 
tem were the two things uppermost 
in financial discussion last week. The 
Stock Exchange concerned itself more 
or less with such matters as the ru- 
mored change in control of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, and the denial of one 
of the injunctions sought against the 
proposed Union Pacific distribution of 
its Baltimore & Ohio holdings, but so 
fas as the Stock Exchange list as a 
whole was concerned the price move- 
ments were not striking. Firmness 
was shown throughout the early days 
of the week, and something short of 
a point was gained by the general 
level of quotations during the first 
four days. About one-third of this 
was lost in the reaction with which 
the week ended. The railway state- 
ments for February which came to 
hand with their burden of decreased 
gross earnings and very heavy ex- 
penses were closely examined, but 
these were regarded as the result of a 
conjunction of adverse influences 
which were bound to be ameliorated 
even without the aid of a rate in- 
crease. 

The April requirements were with- 
out influence upon money rates, al- 
though, as the bank statement on 
Saturday showed, they involved a 
considerable increase in loans and 
were accompanied by a loss in cash 
and a sharp drop in surplus reserve. 
Indeed, despite the filling of those 
requirements the tendency of rates 
was downward. A good deal of twelve 
months’ money was put out at 4 per 
cent. and commercial paper was dis- 
counted as low as 3% per cent. In 
bank clearings a satisfactory: tenden- 
cy has been shown in recent weeks, 
which may be the harbinger of a 
broader trade movement. The in- 
creases currently reported have, how- 
ever, to be viewed in connection with 
the fact that, while the decreases in 
January and February this year were 
shown in comparison with large in- 
creases in those months last year, 
the increases now being reported are 
by comparison with a time last year 
when bank clearings were falling off 
sharply. According to the figures 
compfled by The Financial Chronicle 
the gain of 8-10 of 1 per cent. in 
March compared with a loss of 2.40 
per cent. in March, 1913.

increased length. Part of the very 
adverse showing made in February 
was, of course, due to climatic condi- 
tions. These factors, however, do not 
touch the sources of gross earnings, 
and the economies which the railways 
themselves are effecting serve to 
reduce the volume of traffic directly 
so far as railway consumption con- 
tributes to the volume of traffic, and, 
indirectly, so far as decreased buying 
by the railroads lessens the purchas- 
ing power of the community at large. 
In the establishment of a new bank- 
ing system and in other ways we are 
preparing the country fer increased 
commercial effort, and yet While this 
is going om there is an apparent 
reluctance te recognize the needs of 
the industry upon which all others 
are more or less dependent. It is 
plain that if so important a part of 
the machinery of commerce as the 
railway system of the country is in- 
adequately provided fer the product 
of the whole mechanism must suffer. 
It is, of course, a question of judg- 
ment, and one which the law entrusts 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, “whether the position of the 
Trailways calls for ‘the granting of 
higher rates or not, but from what- 
ever angle that question is ap- 
proached, it is much to be regretted 
that the decision should remain sv 
long in doubt.
